Let's Start Playing It Smart 


Too frequently Maryland horse breeders are 
their own worst enemies. 

It would be hard, if not impossible, to find 
a more knowledgeable group of horse people 
than those in Maryland. Well versed in ap¬ 
praisal of horses, Marylanders never seem con¬ 
tent to pay what they think horses are worth. 

We try, instead, to buy nothing but bargains, 
ignoring the solid prospect because his owner 
won’t sell him for anything less than the money 
he is worth. 

And in an effort to acquire a "bargain,” we 
sometimes use the slightly devious method of 
deprecating the horse. 


It seems to some persons that Maryland- 
breds should bring at least 25 per cent less 
than a horse raised in some other State. 

This peculiar kind of reasoning (statistics 
will show that it has no basis in fact) seems 
to grow on Maryland’s horse people. In fact, 
with a certain group it is regarded downright 
witty to knock Maryland-bred horses. 

I can’t think of any other business in which 
the producer degrades his merchandise. 

Where would the Florida breeding industry 


be today if bright minds hadn’t worked over¬ 
time on publicity.^ What would a Kentuckian 
say to you if you put the knock on horses bred 
in that State.^ 

Don’t let anybody kid you, either, about the 
kind of horses raised in Maryland. Runners 
like Vertex, Challedon, Gallorette, Yes You 
Will, Find, Social Outcast, Pilaster, Squared 
Away and Nickle Boy can pretty well take care 
of themselves. And they’re all Maryland-breds. 

When you get right down to it. Native 
Dancer belongs more to Maryland than he does 
Kentucky. He was foaled there because Geisha 


That kind of thinking is all right for hobby¬ 
ists. Occasionally persons who breed horses only 
as an avocation can even find it amusing to 
belittle their more serious neighbors. 

But it’s not the kind of thinking that will 
get Maryland re-established as the breeding 
center it should be. 

We’ve got to start boosting our product and 
praising our neighbor. 

We’ve got to sell success to ourselves first.— 
Snowden Carter.

Native Dancer’s Unraced Sister 

Suddenly Becomes Big News 


Teahouse, an 8-year-old full-sister to Native 
Dancer, has suddenly become an outstanding 
producer of stakes-winning foals. 

Up until August 19 Teahouse was simply 
one of the 33 mares owned by Alfred G. Van¬ 
derbilt. She was quartered at Sagamore Farm 
and was shipped each spring to Kentucky to be 
bred. 

She had three foals of racing age, one of them 
a cripple. 

Harold H. Ferguson, Sagamore s farm mana¬ 
ger, wasn’t about to give up on her, but, at the 
same time, he wasn’t deliriously happy with 
her. 

Then lightning commenced to strike. 

August Sun, Teahouse’s first foal, won the 
$25,000-added Philadelphia Turf Handicap at 


Atlantic City on August 19. Sixteen days later, 
Cup of Tea, Teahouse’s second foal, won the 
$25,000-added Pageant Handicap at the same 
track. 

Three foals of racing age and two stakes 
winners, that was the record Teahouse boasted 
following her daughter’s Labor Day triumph 
in the Atlantic City grass race. 

For a little more information on Teahouse, 
I went out to Sagamore and got Mr. Ferguson 
to give me the facts and figures. Here’s the 
Teahouse story: 

Native Dancer was a 3-year-old when Tea¬ 
house was foaled. Both are by Polynesian out 
of Geisha by Discovery. With Native Dancer 
astounding the turf world (he retired with 21 
wins from 22 starts, losing only by a head to

Geisha, dam of Native Dancer and Tea¬ 
house, died in Kentucky March 3, 1959. 
She left a one-day-old foal named Face 
East which was raised on a nurse mare. 

Geisha was by Discovery out of Miyako 
by John P. Grier. Her only victory was 
achieved as 3-year-old at Santa Anita in a 
maiden race. She was bred by Vanderbilt and 
raced in his colors. 

Her producing record follows: 

1948— Orientation, filly, by Questionnaire. 
Raced three seasons, earned $4,985. 

1949 — booked to Alsab previous year but 
not bred. 

1950 — Native Dancer, colt, by Polynesian. 
Raced three seasons, earned $785,240. Win¬ 
ner of 21 of 22 starts. 

1951 — Performance, colt, by Amphithea¬ 
tre. Raced five seasons, earned $32,110. 

1952 — barren. Bred to Polynesian previous 


year. 

1953 — Teahouse, filly, by Polynesian. Did 
not race. 

1954 — Almond Eyes, filly, by Polynesian. 
Did not race. 

1955 — Mysterious East, filly, by Polynes¬ 
ian. Raced one season, earned $200. 

1956 — barren. Bred to * Royal Charger 
previous year. 

1957 — Noble Savage, colt, by Polynesian. 
Raced two seasons, earned $940. Now being 
used as riding horse by Vanderbilt s daughter, 
Heidi. 

1958— barren. Bred to *Heilopolis previ¬ 
ous year. 

1959 — Face East, colt, by Polynesian. Face 
East has raced as a 2-year-old this year and 
appears to be Geishas best runner except 
for Native Dancer. 


Dark Star in the Kentucky Derby), the arrival 
of his full-sister was big news at Sagamore. 

But the filly never raced. “She was unsound 
in her knees and ankles,” recalls Ferguson.

After her rejection as a racing prospect. 
Teahouse was returned from New York to 
Sagamore Farm. She was bred as a 3-year-old 
to * Heliopolis, and the resulting colt foal was 
named August Sun. 

Racing for Vanderbilt as a 2 and 3-year-old, 
August Sun won four races and earned slightly 
more than $20,000. In February of this year, 
August Sun ran for a $25,000 claiming price 
at Hialeah. He won that race and was later 
sold to Bruce S. Campbell, of Lutherville 
(Md.) and Ocala (Fla.). 

It was in Mrs. Campbell’s Tally-Ho Stable 
colors that August Sun won the Philadelphia 
Turf Handicap. 

Bred to * Royal Charger after foaling August 
Sun in 1957, Teahouse produced the following 
year the filly Cup of Tea. In winning the 
Pageant Handicap, she established a new 
course record (1.35 2/5) for the one-mile 
turf course. 

Cup of Tea is still owned by her breeder, 
Mr. Vanderbilt. 

Teahouse’s third foal was Five O’clock Tea, 
a filly by Count Fleet. 

Although now a 2-year-old, Five O’clock Tea 
has never had a saddle on her back. 

Explains Ferguson: “She is much too crippled 
to train. We only hope to save her for a brood¬ 
mare. She’s almost straight up and down in the 
pasterns. It’s difficult for her to get around. 

“But the way the Count Fleet mares are 
producing, we feel that we want to try her as

Tuscany And Princess Lygia

{Third in a series of profiles on the leading Maryland-bred money-winners.) 


ATR. and Mrs. Samuel M. Pistorio joined the 
ranks of racings owners during World 
War II, making their first purchases at Meadow- 
brook, Long Island, the wartime substitute for 
Saratoga. Their hearts have been with the sport 
ever since, though the pressures of Mr. Pistorio s 
construction business several times have forced 
the Howard Countians to curtail drastically the 
scope of their Thoroughbred operations. 

The fall of 1945 marked two of the Pistorios 
most important acquisitions. At Keeneland they 
purchas^ the 7-year-old *St. Germans stallion. 
The Rhymer, winner of the Widener Handicap 
(beating Best Seller, Challedon, Alsab, Mio- 
land) and $88,325 in three seasons. Consigned 
by Green tree, he fetched $10,000. 

On November 28, at Pimlico, they claimed 
the winning 4-year-old filly Roman Matron for 
$1,500 from Watson Elliott. Bred by Mrs. C. 
Oliver Iselin, the daughter of Pompey—Mary 
Victoria, by Victorian, had run for as little as 
$1,250. 

”I wanted a mare with breeding possibilities,” 
recalled Pistorio. ”I didn’t want to pay too 
much, so I decided on Roman Matron.” 

The filly raced and won in the Pistorio colors 
the following year and was bundled off to stud. 
Her first foal, the filly Lotus Blossom, by The 
Rhymer, arrived in 1947. She proved to be of 
allowance class, though none too sound. 

Returned to the home stallion, Roman Ma¬ 
tron produced the colt Tuscany on April 7, 
1948 at the old Pistorio farm at Ellicott City. 

Seeking to exploit Roman Matron’s ’’breed¬ 
ing possibilities,” her owners shipped her and 
another mare. Vivacious, to Elmendorf Farm, 
Kentucky. Roman Matron was to be bred to 
Unbreakable; Vivacious to Roman. After the 
mares had left Maryland it was decided to 
switch the bookings, so Roman Matron was 
sent to Roman, famed catalyst of speed. 

When the early Pistorio farm was sold, the 
mares were taken to Henry Horkheimer’s Three 
Cousins Farm in Baltimore County, where they 
foaled. On May 10, 1949 Roman Matron 
dropped the bay filly later named Princess 
Lygia, after an early Christian who barely es- 
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Mr. and Mrs. Samuel M. Pistorio 


caped being devoured by lions. Vivacious’ foal 
by Unbreakable was Stride Away. 

Late in the fall of that year Pistorio’s con¬ 
struction business was caught up in the post¬ 
war building boom, forcing him to sell some of 
his horses. Among these were the Roman Ma¬ 
tron and Vivacious weanlings. They were sold, 
sight unseen, through the Maryland Horse 
Breeders’ Association to John H. Clark, of the 
Clark Horse Agency, who intended to resell to 
a breeder wishing to round out a Saratoga con¬ 
signment. 

Into this category came Judge and Em Church 
of North Cliff Farm, RixeyviUe, Virginia, who 
bought the weanlings from the Clark Horse 
Agency. 

The decision to sell the Roman filly had not 
been difficult for Pistorio. She was ’’small atnd 
not very attractive” and was regarded as a culll 
The Marylander thought her well sold for 
$1,500. n : '1 

Harry Trotsek, since famed as conditioner of 
Hasty Road, Sea O Erin, Oil Capitol, and many 
other cracks for Hasty House Farm, bought 
Princess Lygia for his wife’s account for $3,600 
from the North Cliff Farm consignment at Sara¬ 
toga. It was the second lowest price of the year 
for a Roman yearling and less than half of the 
average price ($7,887) for yearlings of that 
sire which then stood for a $2,000 fee. 

The Pistorios heard nothing more of Princess 
Lygia until she started training in South Caro-

lina for her 2-year-old campaign. 

’'Harry (Trotsek) called and told me she was 
awful fast,” recalls Pistorio. "He advised me to 
buy her back from him, saying that he would 
be satisfied with a profit. He was asking $10,- 
000. I didn’t think it was good business to pay 
$10,000 for a filly I had let go for $1,500, so 
I told Bowes Bond, my trainer, to take a look at 
her for some of his other clients. 

"He went down there to South Carolina, and 
she was coughing. She was still small and her 
ankles didn’t look like $10,000 to him.” 

As Trotsek had said. Princess Lygia was 
”awful fast.” 

She won her first start, at Lincoln Fields-at- 
Washington Park, on June 5, 1951. Her margin 
was eight lengths. 

Moving right into stakes company, she next 


annexed the Miss America (by five) and then 
romped in the first division of the $15,000- 
added Hyde Park Stakes in 1:04 3/5. Her time 
was two-fifths faster than required of Oh Leo 
in winning the first division. Carrying equal 
weight of 119 pounds, she won by seven; he 
by two. 

Three starts, three wins—and she had never 
been "tried.” 

Mr. Pistorio was becoming interested in the 
wonder that Roman Matron had wrought. And 
so was the remainder of the Turf world. Prin¬ 
cess Lygia was the rage of Chicago; she was the 
Ridan of her summer. 

With the Pollyanna Stakes on July 7 came 
the realization that if Princess Lygia were to be 
hooked, it had to be early. Amour Amour and

Timonium's Thoroughbred Show 


Augustus Riggs IV’s Chastise 
Is Pinned Grand Champion 


For the second straight year, a broodmare 
was judged grand champion of the annual Thor¬ 
oughbred show held last month at Timonium. 

The big prize went this year to Augustus 
Riggs IV’s Chastise, an 8-year-old daughter of 
Chaos and Best Blue. 

Ironically, the defending champion, Mrs. 
Edith L. Price’s Yes She Will, failed to gain a 
ribbon in the broodmare class which was con¬ 
tested by 24 Thoroughbred matrons. 

The fact that Yes She Will failed to place 
may be attributable more to her appearance in 
the ring without a foal than to her conforma¬ 
tion, however. 

Joseph M. O’Farrell, general manager of the 
Ocala Stud Farm in Florida, judged the day-long 
show, and he openly stated that he would not 
pin a broodmare unless she was accompanied 
in the ring with a suckling foal. 

”How can I tell what kind of a boodmare 
she is if I don’t see her foal?” asked Mr. 
O’Farrell. 

Yes She Will, currently in foal to Rough’n 
Tumble but barren for 1961, was consequently 
one of the several mares who gained quick exit 
because they were without foal. 

Naturally, Mr. O’Farrell’s decision to over¬ 
look all mares without foals caused comment. 
Owners of the barren mares were particularly 
critical, since they had not been advised of this 
prerequisite prior to the start of the judging. 

Result of Mr. O’Farrell’s controversial de¬ 
cision will, in all probability, be the addition of 
an extra class to the 1962 show. Barren mares 
will most likely be judged in a separate class. 

Except for O’Farrell’s ruling against the bar¬ 
ren mares, the show, which was witnessed by 
some 300 persons, progressed smoothly through¬ 
out the morning and afternoon of September 1. 

The day was hot and sun quite strong. But 
most of the classes were well-filled, and Mr. 
O’Farrell did an excellent and painstaking job 
of judging. 

In addition to the Grand Championship, 
there were three other special awards: 

The Clarence E. Elderkin Challenge Trophy 
for the best Thoroughbred foal went to Harry 
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Augustus Riggs IV with Chastise.

The Maryland Horse Breeders’ Association 
Challenge Trophy for the best Maryland-bred 
was also won by Mr. Love’s Royal Coinage colt. 

The Green Spring Valley Hunt Club Chal¬ 
lenge Trophy for the best individual exhibited 
in the Hunter Breeding Division was won by 
Talbert Dett’s Cashmere, a 4-year-old black 
gelding by Cassis out of Even Star. 

The show’s Reserve Champion was Mr. Love’s 
Royal Coinage suckling colt.

Breeders Applaud Leavitt 

Shenandoah Downs Plans Futurity 

For Locally-Bred Two-Year-Olds 


Plans for a Tri-State Futurity to be run at 
Shenandoah Downs for the first time next year 
have been announced by General Manager Bob 
Leavitt. 

The race, carrying $7,300 added purse money 
and the only stake scheduled in West Virginia 
for 1962, will be for 2-year-olds foaled in Mary¬ 
land, Virginia and West Virginia. 

Leavitt predicted that the first running of 
the Tri-State Futurity in 1962 will carry a gross 
purse of more than $10,000. All fees coming 
from nominations, keeping nominees eligible, 
and starting will be shared among winning 
owners and breeders who nominate horses 
placing in the event, Leavitt said. 

The first two runnings of the Tri-State, in 
1962 and 1963, will not be true futurities since 
2 -year-olds foaled in I960 and 1961 will be 
eligible. Foals of mares bred this year will be 
eligible for the 1964 running, making that the 
first true futurity, Leavitt explained. 

Nominations for the first three Tri-State 
Futurities will close on December 31 of this 
year. Racing Secretary James A. Picarillo said. 


Nominations of foals of I960, 1961, and 1962 
to races in their respective 2-year-old seasons 
will carry a $10 fee, he added. 

Leavitt is planning to mail blanks within 
the next few weeks to all breeders in the Mary¬ 
land, Virginia, West Virginia area. 

The new race has been widely applauded by 
breeders who hail it as a major step for promo¬ 
tion of the local breeding industry. 

Only one other stakes race is run on the 
minor circuit in Maryland and West Virginia. 
That, of course, is the Marlboro Nursery which 
will be contested for the sixth time this year 
on October 21. 

The Marlboro race carries a $5,000-added 
purse and is for 2-year-olds at the seven-fur¬ 
long distance. 

The Marlboro Nursery, however, is not re¬ 
stricted to horses bred in this area. 

At Maryland’s mile tracks there are two 2- 
year-old stakes run exclusively for Maryland- 
breds. These two races, the Maryland Futurity 
and the Pimlico Breeders’ Stakes, will be con¬ 
tested this fall.

Near Quarter-Million Mark 


Yes You Will came within $22,538 of the 
quarter-million dollar mark in earnings when 
he won the $25,000-added Boardwalk Handi¬ 
cap at Atlantic City last month. 

The victory was worth $19,370 to Mrs. Edith 
L. Price, owner and breeder of the 5-year-old 
son of Rough n Tumble. 

Yes You Will, who once ran for a $4,000 
claiming price at Delaware Park, has a lifetime 
earnings mark of $227,462. 

His performance in the mile and a sixteenth 
Boardwalk Handicap on September 23 was 
outstanding. He carried top weight of 117 
pounds and ran the distance in 1.41^—just 
two-fifths of a second off the track record. 

The Boardwalk marked the first stakes vic¬ 
tory for L. F. (Bake) Price as a trainer. Last 
year when Yes You Will captured the Camp¬ 
bell, Carter and lesser stakes he was condi¬ 
tioned by E. R. Myers. 
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Bake Price, husband of Yes You Will’s 
owner-breeder, was at the time busy operating 
his Knotty Pine Restaurant opposite the en¬ 
trance to the Timonium race track. 

But, a few months ago, Bake sold that busi¬ 
ness, a circumstance which now permits him to 
devote his time to the training of his power¬ 
ful Maryland-bred stakes runner. 

Yes You Will was foaled at Thomas R. 
O’Farrell’s Windy Hill Farm near Westminster 
in 1956. He commenced his career quite in- 
auspiciously, finishing ninth in a maiden race 
at Bel Air on May 20, 1958. 

In his second start. Yes You Will again fin¬ 
ished next to last, this time in a maiden race 
at Charles Town. The colt broke his maiden 
in August at Charles Town as a 2-year-old. 

It was as a 3-year-old that he commenced to 
improve, moving steadily up the claiming lad¬ 
der into allowance and stakes events. Yes You 
Will’s first stakes victory was achieved as a 4- 
year-old at Bowie.

Tucany And Princess Lygia

Remiss tried to run with her, to no avail. After 
a half in :45 1/5, it was the challengers which 
had had enough. Princess Lygia held her ground 
and won by three from a field of 17. 

Her Arlington Lassie on July 18 was dazzling 
in the extreme. She shook off contention early 
and won easily by four and a half lengths, in 
1:11 1/5 for the six furlongs. The first quar¬ 
ter was in :21 2/5 (American record was 
:21 4/5); the half in :44 3/5 (Tie Scores 
world record was :45 2/5). 

Trotsek called again; yes, Pistorio was inter¬ 
ested. He made Chicago reservations to be on 
hand for the Princess Pat Stakes on August 15. 

Mr. Pistorio arrived in Chicago to learn that 
Louis B. Mayer had just purchased the filly for 
'more than $100,000.” Mayer’s M-G-M produc¬ 
tions was at the time preparing the release of 
Quo Vadis. The heroine of that screen epic was 
a hostage named Princess Lygia. 

The senational filly was going after her sixth 
win in as many starts, in the Princess Pat. The 
day previous, August 14, the sale had been 
completed and Princess Lygia was turned over 
to Trainer Buddy Hirsch to make her first ap¬ 
pearance in the Mayer silks. 

Roman Matron’s daughter seemed bent on 
victory as she reached the half-mile grounds in 
:45 3/5; her prohibitive odds (30 cents on the 
dollar) looked good. 

But pressure from A Gleam, the great Twi¬ 
light Tear’s first daughter, wore down the Mayer 
filly. The ’unbeatable” was beaten—by six 
lengths as the Calumet filly rushed to the wire 
six lengths in the van. 

It was a startling upset in an area known for 
The Maryland Horse 
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startling upsets. 

Trotsek, off the hook and with a fat check 
in his pocket, noted that Princess Lygia hadn’t 
had a race in a month and was giving the 
winner nine pounds. It made sense, but later 
it became manifest that more than lack of con¬ 
ditioning was bothering the Maryland-bred 
miss. 

Mayer, who had purchased the filly on behalf 
of his son-in-law William Goetz, called it a 
season and Princess Lygia was put away for 
repairs. 

In the Experimental Free Handicap she was 
weighted equal with A Gleam at 113 pounds, 
two pounds below the topweighted filly Rose 
Jet, and a pound below Papoose and Star-Enfin. 

It was almost a year before Princess Lygia 
won her first race in the Mayer silks. Gone was 
her overpowering burst of speed, but returned 
to Chicago and Harry Trotsek s supervision the 
following summer, she succeeded in winning 
the Misty Isle Handicap, beating Elaine Ruth 
by four lengths. 

After that memorable string of successes early 
in her career. Princess Lygia’s brilliance was 
tempered by unsoundness. She never started 


more than ten times in any of her three seasons 
of racing. 

She closed out her racing career in 1953 with 
earnings of $139,285. She started 25 times, won 
10 races, was second 6 times and third twice. 

Princess Lygia s first foal arrived in 1955. The 
mare has been only moderately successful at 
stud. Now owned by Travis M. Kerr, she has 
access to the mighty Round Table, so she might 
yet make her mark at stud. 

Princess Lygia’s half brother, Tuscany, also 
had a career compromised by unsoundness, sus¬ 
pensory trouble and a calcium deposit playing 
hob with Bowes Bond’s efforts to keep him 
going. 

Tuscany, named for a hilly, fertile region in 
central Italy, was consigned to the 1949 Saratoga 
Yearling Sales by Adolphe Pons’ Country Life 
Farm. The high bidder, at $2,000 (Princess 
Lygia was only a suckling at the time, remem¬ 
ber) was his breeder, Mrs. Samuel M. Pistorio. 

Tuscany won four of his six races as a 2-year- 
old, including the Maryland Futurity. An ex¬ 
tremely fast and courageous horse, he won stakes 
in four of his five seasons. 

Genuine, but a colt that had to be trained

by ear, Tuscany won the Oceanport Handicap 
at three and the Rowe Memorial at four. His 
best (and soundest) season was at five. He 
opened the year with a victory in the Rowe 
Memorial, the previous running of which had 
closed out his 4-year-old campaign on a vic¬ 
torious note eleven months before. 

Tuscany won five stakes at five—Rowe 
Memorial, Toboggan, Salvator Mile, Rumson 
and a division of the Boardwalk Handicap. In 
the Salvator he established a new track record 
for the mile at Monmouth Park, racing the dis¬ 
tance in 1:37 2/5 and clipping a tick from 
Istan s mark. 

Tuscany passed the $100,000 mark in earn¬ 
ings with his Rumson victory. Blue Rhymer, 
also by The Rhymer, was second. 

Returned to training at six, Tuscany failed 
to live up to his trainers hopes, and the 
stallion was retired to stud. He performed 
very well in the breeding shed, catching 
most of the 15 mares included in his first book. 
In the meantime his infirm left leg responded 
to treatment. 

”1 started legging him up on the farm,” his 
owner remembers, ’without telling my trainer 
a thing about it. We jogged and galloped him 
about seven weeks and he got so rank we 
couldn’t keep him on the ground.” 

The stallion made one more start, won it and 
was returned to the farm on Route 40, still the 
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base of the Pistorio Thoroughbred operations, 
though the horses now share its acreage with 
the new 18-hole Turf Valley Country Club. 

Tuscany, voted the State’s leading Maryland- 
bred of 1953 by the Maryland Racing Writers’ 
Association, has made a promising start at stud, 
being represented by the stakes winners Ven¬ 
detta and Tuscan Spy. 

The Rhymer, sire of Tuscany, is dead. Roman 
Matron, now of advanced age, is in Virginia. 

The Rhymer perished in a fire at Elmer L. 
Morsberger’s farm in Catonsville on November 
28, 1958. A few months earlier Pistorio had 
given the old stallion to brothers Elmer and 
Louis Morsberger. Only one consideration was 
asked: the old fellow must have a good home 
for the remainder of his days. 

The day after The Rhymer s death, his best 
son. Vertex, won the $50,000 Pimlico Special. 

Maryland’s leading sire in 1958 and 1959, 
The Rhymer sired in addition to the top handi¬ 
cap horse Vertex, the stakes winners Tuscany, 
Versify, Blue Rhymer, Singing Beauty, Rare 
Music, Rhy Dress, Fenmar, Some Classic, 
Vendetta and Snommis. 

Roman Matron produced the winners Tosca, 
Latin Dancer and Roman Ronda for the Pis- 
torios and later was sold to Virginia’s George 
W. Offutt III, along with the stakes-winning 
mares Singing Beauty and Brazen Brat. She 
since was sold to N. Bunker Hunt.

At the present time the Pistorios house only 
Tuscany and three mares, plus boarders, at their 
well equipped 800-acre farm, still managed by 
George (Red) Thomas, whom they brought to 
Ellicott City from Three Cousins. 

A highly successful businessman, Pistorio con¬ 
structs industrial and commercial buildings 
which he leases on long-term contracts. Among 
his projects in and around Baltimore are shop¬ 
ping centers and buildings for General Electric, 
Westinghouse, Fuller Brush, Jewel Tea, Proctor 
Electric, Weston Biscuit, Solo Cup, and other 
companies. 

His current project is an apartment develop¬ 
ment in Howard ^unty. 

Horses have been a world of fascination for 
the builder. He has known the joy of raising 
fine, stakes-winning horses; he has known the 
despair of allowing good ones to get away. 

He turned down an opportunity to buy 
Vertex {in utero) for $10,000 from his breeder, 
F. A. Piarulli, then cheered madly as the colt he 
raised but didn’t want went on to win $453,424. 

’‘As we get older, we live with our memo¬ 
ries,” Sam Pistorio has observed. “And I can 
truthfully say that I wouldn’t trade my racing 
experiences for anything in the world. I am 
thankful for the friendships of real nice people 
I have made in racing. As for the thrills—well, 
there’s none to equal that of breeding a good 
horse. I get more kick out of breeding winners 
than anything I know of.” 

The Turf hasn’t heard the last of Sam Pis¬ 
torio.

Narragansett Sophomore Special easily from Ambehaving and the $20,000 
Independence Day Stakes at Narragansett from Big Paddy and Inswept. He was 
also second to Promised Land in the Knickerbocker Handicap and Lawrence 
Realization Stakes, second to Vertex in the Boardwalk Handicap and second 
to Manteau in the Yankee. He won at 2 and 3, and earned $87,799.

The heart of Assemblyman’s pedigree is the heart of the tremendously successful 
Beaumont Stud in Kentucky. He is a son of Menow (sire of Tom Fool and Capot) 
and is out of the Hurricane Handicap winner Libba, out of the brilliant daughter 
of Man o* War and Alcibiades, Salaminia. The latter won the Alabama Stakes 
and the Ladies’ and Gallant Fox Handicaps. Salaminia produced, to the cover 
of Menow’s sire ^Pharamond II, the $105,710 stakes winner Athenia, the dam of 
Aesthete. The dam of Assemblyman’s sire and the granddam of Assemblyman’s 
dam is Alcibiades, one of the great foundation mares of modern American Turf 
history. 

In 1960, Assemblyman was bred to 20 mares and got 19 in foal.
